Walter Roberts, dialogue coach 
on the picture, is a noted author 
and authority on legend and lore 
of the early American wild west. 
But he never has visited the 
wide open spaces. Instead, he 
does all his writing and research 
in the canyons of Manhattan. 

Producer-director Edward 
Dmytryk wanted Richard Wid- 
mark to play the villain and 
Henry Fonda to be the hero. But 
after the actors read the scripts, 
each wanted to portray the other 
role. And that’s the way it is— 
Good-guy Widmark and Bad- 
Guy Fonda. 

Rodd Redwing, full-blooded 
Chickasaw Indian who is tech- 


| nical advisor, was born in New 


York and educated in London, 
England. He never’ grunted 
mich? in: his site. In. fact,, his 
speaking voice sounds like a 
combination of Laurence Olivier, 
Basil Rathbone and Ronald Cole- 
man. 

Jimmy Loucks, veteran horse 
wrangler who has charge of the 
160 steeds used in “Warlock,” 
has never ridden a range or 
roped a dogie in his life. He was 
born deep in the heart of down- 
town Los Angeles and wouldn’t 
know a real ranch if he saw one. 

Robert Adler kills his 200th 
villain in the $3,000,000 outdoor 
drama—but he has never so 
much as fired a gun at a rifle 
range or amusement stand away 
from a movie set. 


Ten-Second 
Interviews 


Producer-director Edward 
Dmytryk: “After ‘Warlock,’ I 
plan to make only one motion 
picture every two years. I firmly 
believe it takes that long to 
properly prepare, film and edit a 
movie of importance.” 

Richard Widmark: “This is 
my fourth film role this year 
and I have three more coming 
right up without any time off. 
Why am I working so hard? So 
that someday I’ll have enough 
money to retire and enjoy life 
with my family.” 

Rodd Redwing, noted gun ex- 
pert and technical advisor on 
Westerns: “There are at least 
a dozen movie and television 
heroes today who could have 
outdrawn the fastest gunmen of 
the Old West. Of course, the old- 
timers were doing it for keeps 
while we’re doing it for fun. And 
money.” 

Robert Adler: “I killed my 
100th ‘badman’ in this picture. 
In real life, I never have fired a 
shot in anger. In fact, I don’t 
even like to go hunting.” 

Dorothy Malone: “I was born 
in Chicago but my family moved 
to Dallas when I was six-weeks- 
old. I’ll always be a Texan and 
I’ll never sever my hometown 
roots. I visit Dallas whenever I 
can and I still belong to five 
clubs there. Alaska is fine, too, 
but Texas is my home!” 


Dmytryk Uses 
New Formula 


Edward Dmytryk, master film- 
maker noted for his powerful 
production of ‘‘The Young 
Lions,” considers his most recent 
film, Twentieth Century-Fox’s 
CinemaScope, De Luxe Color 
“Warlock,” opening .... at the 
.... Theatre, to be the begin- 
ning of a new approach to mo- 
tion pictures for him. 

He plans now to make only 
one motion picture each two 
years, claiming that it takes that 
long to properly prepare, film 
and edit a movie of major pro- 
portions. 

“Warlock,” which stars Rich- 
ard Widmark, Henry Fonda, An- 
thony Quinn, Dorothy Malone 
and Dolores Michaels, is a case 
in point. For, the action West- 
ern was in preparation easily 
for over 18 months before Dmy- 
tryk began shooting. 

Dmytryk believes in using 
only top-line talent, and in the 
case of “Warlock,” which cer- 
tainly boasts one of the most 
impressive casts of all time, he 
engaged Robert Alan Aurthur, 
noted TV writer, to do the 
screenplay from the Oakley Hall 
novel. 

“Warlock,” the story of a 
tough town and the elements 
bucking one another for control, 
stands forth as the very first of 
Dmytryk’s new formula produc- 
tions; a fullfillment of the prom- 
ise seen in “The Young Lions.” 


Old Timers Too Slow On The Draw 


If any of the old time Western gunmen were to suddenly come 
alive again in Hollywood, chances are he’d be shot down even be- 
fore he had a chance to find out what was going on around him. 
For, as demonstrated on the set of Twentieth Century-Fox’s ‘“War- 


lock,” opening . ..°. at the: . 


. Theatre, modern Western stars 


are much faster on the draw than their real life counterparts of 


80 years ago. 


Richard Widmark, star of the Edward Dmytryk produced and di- 
rected CinemaScope, De Luxe Color production, is a case in point. 
Widmark, according to Hollywood fast-draw technician Rodd Red- 
wing, could have outdrawn any of the oldtimers, including Jesse 
James, Billy the Kid or Wyatt Earp. 

Co-stars Henry Fonda and Anthony Quinn are also high on the 
full-blooded, English-educated Chickasaw Indian’s list of gun cham- 


pions. 


Redwing supervised the armory used in the fast action drama 
which sees 47 men mowed down by authentic guns of the 1880’s era. 
He estimates that there are 50,000,000 rabid Western fans in this 
country, and most of them painstakingly search films for flaws— 


the kind of flaws he eliminates. 


Also starred in the screenplay prepared by Robert Alan Aurthur 
are Dorothy Malone and Dolores Michaels.

Richard Widmark, the snarling 
killer of one film, is also the 
sophisticated comedian of an- 
other; he has no single film per- 
sonality. His latest role, that of 
a deputy sheriff in a tough cow- 
town, is a case of mixing both 
of these characterizations. 

In Twentieth Century-Fox’s 
“Warlock,” a CinemaScope, De 
Luxe Color production now at 
the Theatre, Widmark 
plays a cowboy who becomes dis- 
illusioned with his old gang and 
becomes a lawman opposing 
them. Once in the job, he charms 
lovely Dorothy Malone, using all 
the personality he ordinarily 
saves for less lethel portrayals. 

Widmark co-stars in the Ed- 
ward Dmytryk produced and di- 
rected film with Henry Fonda, 
Anthony Quinn, Miss Malone 
and Dolores Michaels.

In his 
character portrayal in these pic- 
tures Fonda exploded the myth 
that the hero of westerns had to 
appear astride a white horse, 
impeccably attired, who always 
won the girl in the last reel. As 
Frank James he sported a brush 
mustache, rode a brown horse 
and invariably looked as grimy 
as any cowboy just off the range. 
This integrity of character be- 
came his hallmark as he reeled 
off some of the most important 
action adventure dramas to come 
out of Hollywood. “The Ox-Bow 
Incident,” “Fort Apache” and 
“My Darling Clementine” are 
outstanding examples of the 
Fonda technique of looking as 
the character might have looked 
then.
